LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN 


I  beg  to  submit  to  you*  the  Annual  Report  for  the  North 
Oxfordshire  Districts  for  the  year  1968*  The  area  involved  covers  some 


240 ? 760  acres  and  stretches  northwards  from  the  River  Thames  to  the  north 
of  Danbury .  It  is  mainly  an  agricultural  area  ith  industry  centred 
mostly  in  or  close  to  Danbury  jitney  and  Chipping  Norton*  In  the  .vest 
it  is  predominately  Cotswold  in  character  with  snail  sheltered  villages 
of  greyish  stone  and.  stone  walled  fields, whilst  in  the  north  it  assumes 
a  Midland  appearance  as  the  houses  merge  through  a  honey  coloured  stone 
to  the  dark  brawn  stone  of  the  Hornton  area, and  the  fields  exchange 
their  stone  walls  for  hedgerows.  Danbury  itself  has  a  definite  midland 
appearance. 


before  the  war  there  as  virtually  no  growth  in  population, the 
census  returns  for  1921  and  1931  showing  only  an  increase  in  all  the 
districts  combined  of  some  1 ,000  people.  Since  the  war  there  has  been 
a  considerable  increase  in  population  which  in  a  few 7  years  tine  will  be 
double  the  1931  figure.  The  population  has  risen  from  a  little  over 
66,000  in  1931  to  a  little  over  11 4, 000  in  1968  with  Banbury  Borough, 
b'itney  Urban  District  and  Mitney  Rural  District  approximately  doubling 
their  population  and  Danbury  Rural  District  and  Woodstock  Borough 
showing  approximately  a  ^O/j  increase  in  population .  Considerable 
further  growth  can  be  anticipated  in  the  next  decade  in  and  around  the 
main  towns  and  villages  accesible  to  Oxford. 


Sanitary  Circumstances 


In  the  Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts  practically  all  properties  have 
access  to  the  sewers  but  with  the  increasing  growth  in  population,  the 
sc  age  works  are  overloaded  or  are  likely  to  become  overloaded.  In  the 
Rural  Districts  the  situation  varies,  wtien  present  schemes  are 
completed;  in  Banbury  Rural  District  some  80^  of  the  properties  will 
have  access  to  a  sewer,  in  Chipping  Norton  Rural  District  55w  of  3? 
properties  w/ill  be  able  to  connect  to  a  sewer.  Now;  that  most  of  our  w/ater 
supply  cones  from  river  sources  and  •.  ith  the  increasing  emphasise  on  the 
need  for  pumped  storage  reservoirs  for  regulating  river  flows,  it 
becomes  increasingly  important  for  sewage  schemes  to  be  provided  to 
prevent  the  contamination  of  streams  and  rivers,  and  to  ensure  that 
schemes  in  existence  are  not  allowed  to  become  overloaded,  as  the 
villa,  es  increase  in  size  and  as  the  individual  utilisation  of  water 
increases . 
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It  is  a,ll  the  no  re  re  gre  table  therefore  that  the  present  economic 
climate  has  hindered  the  instalation  of  many  schemes.

1  •  Quantity  and. Quality 


The  mater  supply  to  the  district  became  vested  in the  Oxfordshire 
'hater  Board  in  1  co7 .  Nov;  the  Chipping  Norton  Rural  District’s  mains 
have  been  completed,  almost  the  whole  area  of  North  Oxfordshire  has 
available  a  source  of  wholesome  water  in  pipes  belonging  to  the  Board 
The  district  that  gave  concern  regarding  the  purity  of  water  supplies 
mere  parts  of  Chipping  Norton  Rural  where  it  was  necessary  to 
discontinue  the  source  of  one  existing  village  supply  and  reconnect 
the  system  to  the  new  main  and  to  issue  warnings  regarding  purity  in 
respect  of  two  other  villages  in  one  of  which  steps  were  taken  to 
discontinue  the  existing  village  supply 5  and  parts  of  '  itney  Rural  in 
the  Thames  Valley  that  still  exist  ell  supplies. 


In  general  however,  as  shown  by  the  result  of  the  frequent 
anpling  done  by  the  Board,  where  a  piped  supply  existed,  the  quality 
was  satisfactory.

In  this  country  we  are  faced  with  the  paradox  that  although  the 
rain  fall  is  adequate,  the  ’’run  off”  of  water  is  such  and  the  usage  so 
heavy  that  we  are  faced  each  year  with  0.  potential  shortage  of  water. 
This  situation  is  acknowledged  by  the  various  Pater  Resources  Acts 
with  the  resonsibility  of  c  on  rx.rvo.t  ion  placed  on  the  various  Rivor 
Authorities . 


2.  Bacteriological  Examination 


Routine  sampling  of  water  was  carried  out  th  oughout  the  districts 
by  the  r'ater  Board  whilst  Local  Authority  Officers  investigated 
complaints  made  by  them  regarding  water  supplies  and  regarding  the 
condition  of  private  sources.  Details  are  given  in  the  sections 
dealing  with  individual  Local  Authorities  and  the  classification  is  the 
one  suggested  by  the  Ministry s- 


Presuopt ive  Coliform  Count 
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Flu.  -bo-Solvency  and  Fluoride  Level 

There  are  no  plumbo-solvent  waters  in  the  area  and  there  is  no 
significant  anoint  of  Fluoride  present  in  any  of  the  supplies.  The 
v;ater  Board  now  covers  an  area  vhich  includes  the  whole  part  of  several 
Local  Health  Authorities,  since  not  all  the  Health  Authorities  have 
voiced  an  opinion  in  favour  of  fluoridisaticm  to  supply  the  whole  of 
the  districts  with  fluoride,  although  this  is  highly  desirable  to 
health  and  eventually  econonic  grounds,  ould  at  the  moment  bo 
impossible.  It  would  be  possible  ho'  ever,  and  practicable,  to 
introduce  fluoridisation  at  source  in  the  Banbury  Borough  and  Banbury 
Rural  District  areas, ? and  in  “itney  Urban  and  Tritney  Rural  District 
areas  where  water  works  are  situated  chose  supply  is  confined  to 
these  areas. 

It  is  not  possible,  as  requested  by  the  Minister,  to  give  an 
accurate  number  of  houses  supplied  from  public  water  main  (i)  direct 
to  houses  (ii)  by  means  of  standpipe  in  the  various  parishes. 

Housing 


Although  much  of  the  housing  in  the  area  consists  of  snail  stone 
cottages  of  considerable  age,  a  lot  of  improvement  has  taken  place 
since  the  war  in  all  Districts.  By  and  large  the  standard  of  housing;  is 
reasonable  and  is  usually  found  that  when  a  house  has  deteriated  to  the 
degree  of  being  an  unfit  property,  it  is  bought  quite  readily  and 
improveed  and  modernised.  The  number  of  houses  that  are  demolished 
throughout  the.  districts,  is  not  very  great  and  there  is  no  ono 
particular  district  that  stands  out  as  being  worse  in  respect  of  its 
housing,  that,  its  neighbours. 


Council  housing  provides  a  considerable  and  apparently  adequate 
proportion  of  the  total  housing;  in  the  area  as  a  whole  about  257  of 
houses  core  council  houses.  I  an  not  often  approached  by  people  in 
private  rented  accommodation  for  help  in  re -housing  and  the  majority 
of  thos^  ho  approach  me  do  so  becuase  they  have  moved  from  other 
parts  of  the  country  into  poor  accommodation  or  because  they  ard 
problem  families  in  difficulty. 


From  the  number  of  caravans  in  occupation  throughout  the  area, 
this  form  of  housing  must  play  an  important  part.  Caravans  have 
improved  consi  Drably  in  recent  years  although  no  legal  standars  are  in 
existence;  sites  have  improved  considerably,  and  the  type  common  10 
years  ago  must  now  he  very  rare  but  nevertheless  caravans  by  their 
nature,  are  temporary  structures  and  are  prone  to  the  faults  of 
temporary  structures  and  arc  no  substitute  for  permanent  housing. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  I)  is  no  sal 


A  regular  refuse  collection  service  .as  maintained  by  all  Authorities 
in  the  area.  T’7ith  the  exception  of  Titney  Urban  ho  pulverise  their 
refuse ,  the  refuse  was  diposed  of  by  straight  tipping  mostly  into 
quarries  with  the  degree  of  cover  varying  considerably  .from,  almost 
crude  tipping  to  properly  controlled  tipping.  The  best  controlled  tip 
was  still  that  operated  by  the  oodstock  Borough. 


Refuse  is  combustible  material  and  although  a  fire  will  reduce  its 
bulk  or  make  it  unattractive  to  vermin ,  it  also  can  create  considerable 
smoke  nuisance  and  may  even  be  a  danger,  on  misty  days,  to  traffic  on 
nearby  reads,  host  of  the  fires  probably  begin  from  hot  ashes  in  the 
load  or  from  the  burning  of  waste  on  the  tips  by  intruders  on  the  tip.

The  genera,!  standard  of  food  premises  and  of  food  handling  was 
reasonably  satisfactory,  most  of  the  complaints  received  were  due  to 
nouoM  infected  fo  1  stemming  from  falty  stock  control  and  rotation, 
the  modern  pre-packing  of  food  seeming  to  predispose  towards  this 
mould  growth,  Hiring  the  year  it  .as  realised  that  important  food  mas 
being  brought  in  so- 
warehouse  in  the  ar 
Heal th  Author! ty ,

Coronary  Disease  (ischemic  Heart  Disease) 


That  pathological  changes  take  place  in  this  disease  are  veil 
known  but  v.liy  they  occur  is  still  somewhat  of  a  mystery.  In  the  past 
an  excessive  intake  of  animal  fats,  the  degree  of  hardness  of  mater, 
the  stress  and  strain  of  modern  life,  lack  of  physical  excircise  or 
excessive  smoking  have  been  blamed  and  although  it  is  on  these 
diseases  that  public  health  action  should  focus,  it  is  difficult  in  the 
lack  of  definite  knowledge  to  say  chat  the  action  should  be.  In  1 988 
there  mere  4  deaths  in  the  age  group  35  ~  45?  18  in  the  age  group 
45  ~55  and  43  in  the  age  group  55  ~  65 ,  the  remainder  bemng  over 
65  years  in  age  «

veil  known  and  indeed  one  which  many  of  the  causative  agents  are  known 
but  also  a  group  in  which  the  reason  why  some  people  should  develop 
the  disease  and  others  should  not  is  not  really  known. 


Again  a  group  of  diseases  that  are  a  cause  of  death  in  the  younger 
members  of  the  population.  There  was  one  death  in  the  age  group  15  -  25, 

3  deaths  in  the  group  25  -  35?  6  deaths  in  the  group  35  -  45?  31  deaths 
in  the  group  45  -  55  and  48  in  the  age  group  55  "  65*  Public  Health  action 
at  the  moment  can  only  be  directed  at  education  of  the  public  to  seek 
early  diagnosis  and  to  avoid  casual  agents  where  these  are  known;  and  also 
to  removing  from  the  envirement  these  known  agents.  Cancer  of  the  lung 
accounted  for  43  deaths  in  the  year  (some  20.4  per  cent  of  all  concers)  5 
from  the  evidence  of  many  countries  there  can  be  little  doubt  that 
cigarette  smoking  is  a.  causative  factor  in  the  production  of  many  of 
these

experience  shows  that  to  separate  people  from  their 


cigarettes  is  by  no  means  easy  and  the  published  results  of  this 
asoect  of  health  education  in  schools  is  disappointing. 


Cosiderable  attention  has  been  focussed  on  the  taking:  of  cervical 
smears  to  detect  a  pre cancerous  condition  of  the  Cervix  of  the 
Uterus.  The  test  is  useful  as  a  screening;  procedure  and  although 
treatment  after  a  posotive  test  can  almost  certainly  produce  a  cure, 
not  all  positive  tests,  even  in  the  lack  of  treat  . ent,  progress  to  a 
frank  Cancer.

Cancer  of  the  cervix  is  not  a  g iant  a:  ongst ,  cancer  of  the 
Uterus  (not  necessarily  of  the  cervix)  shoved  7  deaths  in  the  combined 
districts  during  the  year  of  which  3  were  in  the  age  group  45  -  55,  1 
was  in  the  age  group  65  -  75  and  3  .'ere  over  75  years  of  age.  By 
comparison 9  in  women,  cancer  of  the  Breast  caused  21  deaths  of  which 
2  ;ere  in  the  age  group  35  ~  45?  7  in  the  group  45  -  55,  5  in  group  55 
65?  4  in  age  group  65  -  75  and  3  in  age  group  75  years  and  over,  It 
would  seen  that  priority  would  require  the  development  of  screening 
techniques  for  this  condition  before  those  of  Cancer  of  the  Cervix.

T"ith  a  snail  population,  the  rates  can  be  sig.nifica.ntly  changed 
by  very  slight  differences  in  the  actual  number  of  deaths  --  so  it 
wrong  to  attach  too  much  importance  to  comparison  between  different 
areas.  The  overall  infant  mortality  rate  in  the  combined  area  was 
1 7w  and  bears  good  comparison  T  ith  the  national  average.  There  was 
a  total  of  33  death©. 


The  main  cause  of  infant  death  were  Congenital  Malformations  (10) 
Birth  Injury  (6)  and  pneumonia  and  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
system  (6) .  Prematurity  is  a  contributory  cause  in  many  cases  in 
early  life. 


HIM]  C TIP US  DISEASES 

Infective  Hepatitis  and  Glandular  fever  became  notifiable  on 
1st  March,  19^7?  by  a  local  order,  in  all  districts.  The  following 
are  the  total  number  of  notifications  recorded  in  the  combined 
districts  in  1968.

There  we re  no  deaths  from  neaslos  during  the  year,  although  the 
death  rate  is  very  low  in  this  country  for  this  disease ,  immunisation 
should  be  valuable  in  reducing  not  only  the  innediate  anount  of 
illness  but  also  the  degree  of  respiratory  and  ear  complications  that 
often  follow  this  illness.  1 968  was  not  a  year  with  a  high  number  of 
notifications  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  in  the  next  year  what 
impact  immunisation  will  have  on  the  notification  rate. 

■HOOPING  COUGH 

Ho  deaths  from  whooping  cough  occured  during  the  year.  Again  not 
these  days  a  common  cause  of  death,  but  a  disease  in  which  innunisation 
has  reduced  the  considerable  anount  of  serious  respiratory  complications, 
previously  associated  with  the  disea.se. 

INFECTIVE  HEPATITIS 

46  of  the  72  cases  occured  in  the  Borough  of  Banbury.  The  najoirity 
of  these  were  in  the  Neithrop  area  of  the  Borough  (36  cases)  and 
represented  a  continuation  of  the  mild  epidemic  of  the  preceeding  year 
19  causes  of  Infective  Hepa-titis  occured  in  the  Banbury  Rural  district 
area  11  of  which  were  from  one  small  village  (Milcombe) .  Children 
were  again  mostly  affected,  with  7  out  of  8  cases  attending  the  same 
school . 


From  histories  taken  it  was  obvious  that  there  were  quite  a 
number  of  undiagnosed  sub-clinical  cases  in  these  areas  and  it  was  felt 
advisable  to  warn  the  Blood  Transfusion  Service  of  the  presence  of 
these  outbreaks.

DY SENTRY 


There  were  only  two  cases  notified  throughout  North  Oxfordshire  in 
1968.  Ly sen try  is  a  highly  infectiuos  disease  and  many  cases  either  do 
not  report  to  their  doctor  or  are  not  notified  but  the  notifications 
received  do  give  a  general  indication  of  the  trend  of  the  disease. 

19^8  was  a  year  obviously  relatively  free  from  disease, 

TUBERCULOSIS 


A  total  of;  20  cases  ( 1 7  pulmonary  and  3  non -pulmonary)  were 
notified  during  the  year ?  a  considerable  reduction  from  the 
prec ceding  year  The  incidence  was  not  unduly  high  in  any  specific 

district.  The  average  of  notification  lbs  40  years  and  approximately  an 
equal  number  of  women  and  men  ere  affected.  Tuberculosis  is  a  disease 
in  which  the  age  incidence  has  risen  and  one  in  which  the  morbidity 
has  not  fallen  so  quickly  as  the  mortality. 


It  remains  for  me  to  express  ny  thanks  to  all  members  of  the 
Local  Authorities  of  the  United  Districts  for  their  co-operation,  and 
to  all  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  their  staff  for  the  ever 
ready  help  and  loyalty.

NATIONAL  ASSBTMCE  ACT,  1948 


No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  review  to  secure  the 
removal  of  elderly  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

1  .  Trrater  Snarly 

(a)  The  rater  supply  which  was  satisfactory  in  quantity ,  is 
obtained  from  the  River  Che rue 11  at  Grinsbury  and  the  Sor  brook  at 
Bodicote.  It  is  treahed  by  settlement , filtration  and  chlorifaation,and 
supplied  to  all  houses  in  the  Borough.  The  water  in  the  area  is  hard  .and 
there  is  no  plunbo- solvency . 

(b)  During  the  year  under  review  128  samples  of  water  were  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination,,  All  were  reported  as  satisfactory  and 
suitable  for  public  supply.  12  samples  of  water  from  the  Bodicote 
Pumping  Station  and  12  samples  from  the  Grinsbury  Pumping  Station  were 
submitted  for  chemical  examination  and  ail  were  reported  to  be 
satisfactory . 

2 •  Seme rave , Semame  Disposal  and  Drainage. 

The  Bprough  has  one  sewage  purificaiion  works, all  flow  to  which  is 
pumped  from  tie  main  Cherwell  Street  Pumping  Station,  Recirculation  of 
final  effluent  is  carried  out  and  a  current  proposal  is  for  land 
irrigation  of  final  effluent.  Parther  major  extensions  to  the  works  are 
propped  to  begin  in  the  next  year  or  so. 

The  works  is  controlled  by  a  full  time  Manager  who  has  a  well 
equipped  laboratory  in  which  cinsiderable  works  of  testing  and  analysis 
are  carried  out.

General  supervision  of  the  water  courses  in  the  area  is  exorcised 
by  the  Thames  Conservancy  with  whom  a  close  liason  is  maintained.  The 
cleansing  of  some  of  the  water— courses  is, ho  .aver,  periodically  carried 
out  as  a  result  of  action  by  the  Department. 


During  1968  the  Borough  culverted  Black  Ditch  which  in  the  past 
carried  surface  water  into  the  canal.  Recent  surface  water  sewering 
operationsin  the  Uarick  Road  area,  had  diverted  the  water  allowing  the 
ditch  to  become  stagnant  and  a  site  for  the  dumping  of  rubbish. 

4 •  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A  weekly  collection  was  maintained  in  the  Borough  and  disposal 
was  to  a  controlled  tip  on  land  adjacent  to  the  sewage  works .  This  tip 
is  now  almost  complete  and  a  ne1  ■*  tip  is  urgently  required.  Agreement 
has  now  been  reached  with  the  Banbury  Rural  District  Council  to  jointly 
use  a,  tip  at  Bloxhan  Grove  and  this  will  cone  into  use  in  early  1969°

Some  38 y  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  are  Council  Houses;  of  the 
remainder  there  are  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  a  considerable  number  of 
poor  properties  whilst  in  the  Grinsbury  &rea  there  is  an  area  of 
properties  that  are  of  reasonable  construction  but  with  many  lanming  in 

facilities.

A  considerable  amount  of  tine  has  been  devoted  to  the  inspection 
and  supervision  of  this  type  of  property,  which  is  controlled  principally 
by  the  Housing  Acts  1961  and  1064  The  work  was  particularly  difficult 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  access  was  often  difficult,  and  evening  visits 
frequently  had  to  be  resorted  to.  During  the  year  under  review  a 
prosecution  was  taken  against  the  owner  of  one  such  property  for 
failure  to  co  ply  with  notices  under  Section  14? 15  and  16  of  the  Act  of 
1961  ("works  to  nake  good  neglect,  of  proper  standards  of  management,  works 
to  require  additional  services  and  facilities,  and  provision  of  means  of 
escape  from  fire),  and  fines  were  imposed  of  £50  in  each  case  (£150  in  all) 
together  with  £21.  0.  Od,  advocates  fees.  As  regards  the  sane  property 
the  Justices  imposed  a  fine  of  £5  and  made  a  nuisance  order  as  a  result 
of  non-compliance  with  a  notice  under  Section  93  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  a  defective  roof. 

The  Council  subsequently  gave  a  Direction  under  Section  1 9  of  the 
Act  of  1961  fixing  a  limit  as  to  the  number  of  persons  permitted  to 
live  in  the  house  in  its  existing  condition.

traditionally ?  and  also  because  the  death  of  the  principal  in  the  firm

A  great  deal  of  tine  was  devoted  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  food  hygiene  in  shops ,  food  premises,  canteens  etc.  and 
nuch  of  it  being  of  an  educative  nature.  This  is  work  which  requires 
constant  repetition  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  standard  of 
food  hygiene  in  the  Borough  rises  with  each  year  that  passes. 

Regular  inspection  of  the  food  stalls  in  the  street  market 
carried  out  each  week,  and  no  serious  contraventions  of  the  Pood 
Hygiene  (Market  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations,  1^66  were 
observed.  The  Council's  decision  to  provide  central  washing  facilities 
in  the  form  of  a  mobile  van  (mentioned  in  my  previous  report)  has 
proved  to  be  fully  justified,  and  the  facilities  thus  provided  are 
appreciated  by  the  various  tradespeople. 

The  annual  Michaelmas  Pair  was  held  in  October  as  usual,  .and  in 
accordance  with  regular  practice  each  food  stall  holder  was  interviewed 
before  commencing  to  sell  food  and  his  responsibilities  under  the 
Regulations  explained  to  h.im0  Thereafter,  each  stall  was  visited  each 
morning  and  afternoon  for  the  duration  of  the  fair,  and  any  contraventions 
noted.,  there  were  30  food  stalls  at  the  fair  -  one  more  that  last  year,

Although  the  standard  of  food  handling  was  good,  and  no  flagrant 
contraventions  were  noted,  it  was  obvious  that  the  circular  letter 
which  I  reported  last  year  to  have  been  sent  to  each  fdod  stall  holder 
at  his  winter  quarters,  had  failed  to  achieve  the  complete  compliance 
with  the  Regulations  that  had  been  hoped  for.  It  is  believed  that  this 
is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  other  local  authorities  in  otiose  areas  the 
traders  operate  have  somewhat  different  views  on  the  interpertaiion  of 
Jhe  Regulations.  An  attempt  is  being  made  to  rationalise  the  situation 
by  meetings  between  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the  district  concerned. 

During  the  year  under  review,  2  prosecutions  were  taken  for  the 
sale  of  unsound  food  stuffs,  he  first  ~  as  in  respect  of  the  sale  of 
mouldy  oakee  (2  offences  under  Section  8  of  the  Podd  and  Drugs  Act,  1955) 
which  resulted  in  a  fine  of  220  in  each  case  plus  £6.6.0d.  costs,  and  the 
second,  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  a  mouldy  loaf  (Section  113  of  tne  Pood 
and  Drugs  Act ,19Tb)  which  resulted  in  a  line  of  £e_0  plus  u6.6.0d.  costs.

All  premises  in  the  Borough  coning  within  the  scope  of  the  Act

Although  the  number  of  general  inspections  made  ( 1 54)  and  re-visits 
and  visits  of  all  kinds  (373)  were  less  than  during  1967?  over  a  third 
of  the  offices  and  retp.il  shops  received  a  routine  general  inspection 
with  an  even  higher  percentage  of  the  other  classes  of  premises. 


Arising  out  of  the  general  inspections  made ,  32  notices  were 
served  in  respect  of  contraventions  and  defects  found.  In  all,  some 
223  items  were  required  to  be  improved.  About  a  quarter  were  for 
minor  contraventions  whilst  the  remainder  we re  spread  6vdh  the  more 
serious  range  of  defects.

THE  i ACT 


The  administration  of  the  Act  has  presented  no  major  difficulties 
during  the  year,  and  occupiers  of  premises  have,  on  the  whole, 
co-operated  well  with  the  Department  and  shown  a  readiness  to  comply 
with  the  requests  made  to  them.  It  is  becoming  more  and  more  a  natter 
of  course  for  occupiers  of  premises,  Architects  & c.  to  consult  us 
before  submitting  plans  for  new  premises,  and  I  an  particularly  indebted 
to  the  Borough  Engineer  3c  Surveyor  for  the  co-operation  so  readily 
forthcoming  from  his  Building  Inspectors,  show  to  the  Department  all 
plans  affecting  alterations  to  premises  coming  within  the  scope  of  the 
Act,  as  well  as  all  plans  concerning  new/  shop  or  office  premises. 

By  this  means  we  are  able  to  satisfy  ourselves  that  the  requirements  of 
the  Act  are  complied  with  at  the  outset. 


(3)  ACCIDENTS 


During  the  year  under  review,  8  accidents  were  reported  in  premises 
registered  under  the  Act,  but  in  only  one  case  was  it  considered 
appropriate  to  carry  out  an  investigation.  This  concerned  an  employee 
at  a  public  house  where  Gatering  was  carried  out,  who  was  burned  whilst 
lighting  a  gas  oven.  On  rquest,  the  oven  was  checked  by  the  Gas 
Board,  who  reported  that  the  oven  was  in  proper  working  order,  and  I 
could  only  assume  that  the  accident  was  the  fault  of  the  injured  person 
herself,  who  apparently  had  negleted  to  light  the  oven  immediatley  the 
gas  was  turned  on. 


In  all  cases  concerning  accidents  it  was  found  that  occupiers 
of  premises  were  only  to  willing  to  act  on  the  advice  of  the  Public 
Helth  Inspectors, 


(4)  PROSECUTIONS 


No  prosecutions  were  intstituted  during  the  year  for  contraventions 
of  the  Act 9  although  in  one  case  in  which  proceedings  were  authorised, 
the  premises  were  vacated  before  information  was  laid.

As  in  previous  years  the  Council  continued  its  policy  of  providing 

1.  V 

a  free  service  to  domestic  premises  for  the  control  of  rats,  mice  and 
insect  pests.  Treatments  to  industrial,  business  and  commercial  premises 
are  carried  out  on  request  and  charged  for  on  a  time  and  materials  used 
basis.  During  the  summer  months  many  requests  were  received  for  the 
destruction  of  wasps’  nests,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  service  is 
reatly  appreciated  by  the  community  at  large . 


r 


The  usual  six-monthly  treatment  of  the  town’s  sewers  was  carried 
out  in  November 9  and  out  of  a  total  of  132  manholes  treated  only  3 
showed  ’’complete  takes”  and  1  a  ’’partial  take”.  The  results  of  this 
treatment  made  it  evident  that  the  sewers  of  the  town  were  remarkably 
free  from  rats,  all  the  activity  being  on  the  surface  and  mainly 
occasioned  by  the  disturbance  due  to  building  works. 

In  view  of  the  above-mentioned  low  level  in  activity  in  the  sewers, 
it  was  suggested  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  that 
in  future  such  sewer  treatments  should  be  carried  out  once  a  year  only, 
and  the  Ministry  acceded  to  this  requests 

The  table  which  follows  gives  a  summary  of  the  work  carried  out 
during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  treatment  of  rat  .and  mouse 
infe s tat ions $ - 
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BANBURY  N.TMMING  POOL 

Banbury  Swimming  Pool  is  situated  in  Park  Road  to  the  T"'est  of  the 
town.  It  consisted  of  a  50  metre  open  air  pooj,  changing  facilities, 
purification  plant  and  cafe,  set  in  some  1y  acres  of  ground,  which 
provides  ample  space  for  spectators  and  sun -bathers,  and  is  normally  open 
to  the  public  from  April  to  September. 

The  Pool  was  originally  opened  in  1 939  and  recently  it  has  become 
necessary  to  initiate  a  programme  of  replacements  and  improvements  to 
equipment  and  facilities.  At  the  close  of  the  19^7  season,  new  and 
more  modem  purification  equipment  replaced  the  old  and  before  the 
opening  of  the  current  season  two  large  oil  fires  boilers  'were  installed 
to  heat  and  maintain  the  water  at  a  comfortable  temperature . 

The  last  improvement  has  had  the  affect  of  increasing  the  annual 
attendence  by  some  ^CF/o. 

INVESTIGATION  OP  AIR  POLLUTION 


The  Daily  Volumetric  Smoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  Sampling  Instrument 
(to  which  reference  was  made  in  my  last  annual  report)  continues  in  use 
at  the  Public  Health  Department,  at  The  Cross,  Banbury,  and  the  results 
obtained  are  forwarded  regularly  to  the  Barren  Springs  Labaretory  as 
part  of  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution. 

The  results  so  far  indicate,  that  the  air  pollution  in  the  town 
Centre  was  not  excessive.

The  catastrophic  epidemic  of  Pooi  and  Mouth  Disease  which  involved 
the  greater  part  of  the  country  during  the  closing  months  of  1 9°  J 9  aas 
finally  resolved  in  June  1968,  the  last  restrictions  being  removed  on 
25th  June.  As  far  as  the  Borough  of  Banbury  was  concerned,  the 
Controlled  Areas  Restrictions  were,  removed  on  13th  February,  1968,  and 
after  that  date  the  local  cattle  market  was  able  to  operate  free  from 
licensing  restrictions.  The  removal  of  these  restrictions  resulted  in 
the  freeing  of  staff  for  public  health  duties,  and  it  was  no  longer 
necessary  for  the  office  at  the  Cross  to  be  open  on  Saturdays  and 
Sundays  for  the  issue  of  licences*  It  is'  necessary  to  record  appreciation 
of  the  help  given  to  the  Public  Health  Department  by  the  private  firm 
involved  (midland  Marts  Ltd.)  who  lent  the  services  of . one  and  sometimes 
two  of  their  clerks  on  2  days  per  week  in  order  to  assist  with  the 
writing  out  of  movement  licences. 


i.a:. George  Stevens  the  Council’s  Part  Tine  Diseases  of  Anirxals 
Inspector,  retired,  on  the  30th  June,  1968,  and  since  then  his  v/ork  has 
been  absoroea  by  the  other  staff  of  the  Department .

During  the  period  of  the  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  emergency  this 
type  of  licensing  was  temporarily  suspended,  as  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
Fisheries  end  Food  advised  that  licences  under  the  above  Order  were 
superseded  by  the  licences  necessary  under  the  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 
(Controlled  Areas  Restrictions)  General  Order  of  1938.  However,  after 
the  removal  of  Foot  end  Mouth  Diseo.se  restrictions  on  the  13th  February, 
I9685  the  normal  licensing  procedure  under  the  Order  was  resumed,  and 
Mr. Stevens  (until  his  retirement  in  June)  end  one  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  .attended  at  the  market  each  Thursday  during  the  year,  in 
order  to  carry  out  the  licensing  and  inspectorial  work  required  under 
the  terms  of  the  Order.  This  was  in  addition  to  the  attendence  necessary 
at  the  various  other  sales  held  of  pedigree  and  breeding  pigs.

6.  IMPORTATION  OF  ANIMALS

All  sales  of  Irish  Store  Cattle  were  suspended  during  the  period 
of  foot  and  Mouth  Disease  epedemic  referred  to  above ,  and  were  not 
resumed  in  Banbury  until  8th  March,  1968.  From  that  date  and  until  the 
end  of  the  yea. r,  Mr.  Stevens  or  pne  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
attended  on  each  alternate  Friday  at  Midland  Marts  Saleyard  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  necessary  licensing  and  inspectorial  work. 

29 6  licences  were  recevied  during  the  year  from  the  ports  of 
disembarkation  (Birkenhead,-  Holyhead  and  Fishguard)  authorising  the 
movement  of  21,992  Imported  Irish  Cattle  (ex.  Irish  Rebublic)  from  the 
ports  to  the  local  market.  932  movement  licences  were  issued  by  your 
inspectors  to  authorise  the  movement  of  these  animals  on  to  private 
premises  for  the  statutory  six  days  detention.  On  2  occasions  it  was 
found  necessary  to  issue  "written  warnings  in  respectof  the  movement  of 
cattle  from  the  market  without  licences.

(i)  Water  Supply 

As  from  1st  April,  1 967  the  undertaking  was  taken  over  by  the 
Oxfordshire  and  District  Water  Board,  together  with  the  two 
waterworks  staff  employed  by  the  Council  * 

The  Undertaking  was  passed  over  in  good  order  with  the 
recommendation  that  early  consideration  be  given  to  linking  the 
western  fringe  area  to  the  nearby  Over  Nor  ton/ Salford  trunk  main 
in  order  to  overcome  the  pressure  drops  occurring  at  periods  of 
peak  demand.  The  supply  was  adequate  throughout  the  year  and 
4  special  samples  subitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  were 
bacteriologically  satisfactory.  Routine  sampling  was  done  by 
the  Water  Board, 

(ii)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

(a)  Although  the  works  are  somewhat  dated  and  were  working 
near  maximum  capacity,  the  tertiary  treatment  over  a  grass  area 
has  continued  to  produce  excellent  results. 

Regular  samples  have  been  taken  by  both  the  Conservancy 
Board  and  the  Local  Authority  and  all  have  adequately  complied 
with  the  Royal  Commission  and  local  discharge  standards.

The  Borough  is  supplied  from  the  Oxfordshire  and  District  Water 
Boards  works  and  the  adjoining  parishes  of  Bladon,  Kensington  Without  and 
Wootton  have  the  same  supply.

An  older  fore  and  aft  tipper  kept  as  a  reserve  was  used  one  day 
each  week  to  empty  litter  bins  on  lay-bys  along  the  main  roads ?  and 
when  special  trs.de  or  other  collections  were  required. 


Disposal  Tips  are  sited  in  disused  sandpits  or  stone  quarries  in 
the  Parishes  of  Hook  Norton  and  Tadmarton*  With  the  exception  of 
Tadmarton  the  tips  will  be  filled  within  the  next  12  months  and 
further  sites  were  being  exploy ed  in  conjunction  with  the  Banbury 
Borough  Council, 


The  pits  or  quarries  are  up  to  20  ft,  deep  and  crude  tipping 
followed  by  a  final  consolidated  layer  of  refuse  4  to  6  feet  thick 
with  6  inches  of  soil  over  is  employed  to  reclaim  the  land*  An 
agricultural  tractor  having  solid  tyres  on  the  front  wheels  and  with 
a  dozer  blade  is  engaged  on.  this  work.

Water  Supply 


On  the  1st  April ,  1967  the  nearly  formed  Oxfordshire  and  District 
'  ater  Board  became  vested  with  powers  of  water  undertakers  to  the ^ area, 
and  all  supplies  and  equipment  were  transferred  to  them.  Most  village 
supplies  mere  connected  to  the  area  vrater  scheme  and  old  local  supplies 
abandoned.  The  main  areas  that  mere  still  connected  to  local  supplies 
ere  Churchill,  Great  TeT:T  (where  several  wells  of  very  doubtful  quality 
also  remain)  and  Sarsden.  These  supplies  are  mostly  of  doubtful 
quality  and,  it  is  anticipated,  will  soon  be  discontinued.  Much  of 
Shipton-U-  ychvood  also  was  supplied  from  a  local  source  v.hich  is 
un  chi  or  incited  and  variable  in  quality. 


Most  of  the  water  samples  taken  are  no-  •  from  supplies  some  of 
which  do  not  come  under  control  of  the  "  ater  Board,  and  the  following 
table  gives  the  results  of  the  bacteriological  examinations  of  water 
samples  taken  by  the  Council’s  Officers  during  the  years-

collections  are  made  of  bulky  items  of  domestic  refuse  which  is 
removed  free  of  charge*  Trade  refuse  is  not  collected,  but  free 
access  to  the  tips  is  allowed  by  arrangement*

Refuse  Disposal 


Disposal  is  carried  out  by  tipping  into  disused  stone  pits  or 
quarries o  The  refuse  is  tirped  crude  and  covered  with  inorganic 
material ,  quarry  waste  etc.  One  tip  oas  filled  during*  the  year  and 
the  remaining  tips  mere  being  filled  at  an  increased  rate  owing  to 
the  increase  in  bulk  of  the  domestic  refuse  collection. 

Negotiations  were  well  advanced  for  the  extent ion  of  one  of 
these  tips?  but  the  extension  likely  to  be  agreed  will  only  be 
adequate  for  a  further  2-3  years.  The  acquistion  of  tipping 
space  is  urgent  and  due  to  the  likely  delays,  should  bo  put  in 
hand  as  soon  as  possible. 


Sewer  a.  e  Report 


In  July  cons  tract  ion  work  started  on  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage 
T'"orks  disposal  scheme  for  Coombe.  Unfortunately  the  Scheme  was 
stopped  before  the  end  of  the  year  due  to  Contractural  difficulties. 

ork  was  sell  advanced  however  and  should  recommence  early  in  1969 
with  completion  in  1969* 

The  Southern  Area  Scheme  incorportating  the  villages  of 
Leafield,  linstock,  Pa;  Per  and  Stonesfield,  together  with  Rams den 
in  the  ''itney  Rural  District  "as  approved  by  the  Minis ty  and  the 
preparation  of  the  contract  documents  begun.  Tenders  were  received 
beck  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  work  is  expected  to  bqqn  early  in 
1969«  The  T  ork  is  to  be  done  in  2  stages  but  approval  to  undertake 
stage  2  (Favler  and  Stonesfield)  will,  for  economic  reasons,  not 
be  considered  by  the  Ministry  until  the  1st  sta  ,e  is  well  advanced. 

Preliminary  investigations  for  the  scheme  for  the  village  of 
Lyncham  were  completed  and  the  design  for  this  and  the  extention  of 
the  sewer  in  Bruem  Roa.d,  Milton-under-7yc3r  ood,  were  submitted  to 
the  Ministry.  Technical  approval  only  was  given  but  permission 
to  commence  was  with-held  because  of  the  economic  situation.

Section  C 

Sanitary  Circumstances 


Mains  water  is  now  available  to  most  parishes  in  the  area  where  it 
is  supplied  to  all  but  a  few  isolated  dwellings.  It  was  still  not 
available  in  the  hamlets  of  Grafton,  Kelmscott  and  Radcot.  In  these 
villages  the  majority  of  wells  were  polluted  and  in  Kelmscott  the 
emergency  supplies  initiated  in  I960  were  still  being  provided. 

During  the  year  36  samples  of  water  were  taken  on  behalf  of  the 
Local  Authority  from  private  sources  -  mainly  wells  -  and  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

12  samples  were  satisfactory,  8  slightly  contaminated  whilst  16 
we re  heavily  contaminated.  Advice  was  given  to  6  owners  how  to  improve 
their  supplies  and  the  remainder  were  requested  to  connect  to  a  mains 
supply. 


3  further  samples  were  submitted  for  both  chemical  and  detergent 
examination  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Repeated  sampling  by  the  Board  of  their  own  supply  proved 
satisfactory, 

Drainae e  and  Sewerage 

At  present  there  are  public  sewers  in  B amp ton,  Bladon,  Burford, 
Carterton,  Ducklington  and  Eynsham.  Also  in  part  of  Filkins,  Freeland, 
Fulbrook,  Hailey,  Hanborough.  (Long  Hanborough  and  Church  Hanborough), 
part  of  North  Leigh  and  part  of  Stanton  Harcourt.  There  are  small 
private  sewerage  systems  which  received  drainage  from  most  of  the 
dwellings  in  Little  Faringdon  and  Westwell*  In  addition  the  under¬ 
mentioned  drainage  schemes  were  completed  during  1968  2- 

Brize  Norton  with  Minster  Lovell,  Cassington  and  Clanfield.  At 
Carterton  the  Council  took  over  the  Ministry  of  Defence  sewerage 
disposal  works  and  this,  when  enlarged,  will  fulfil  the  needs  for  the 
village,  the  Ministry  housing  and  the  airfield  and  also  for  Shilton 
village  where  it  is  anticipated  a  main  drainage  scheme  will  be  soon 
provided. 

Alves cot  All  post-war  Council  houses  connected  to  small  disposal 
plant.  Impervious  subsoil  and  high  y/ater  table  limits  the  efficiency 
of  the  septic  tank  systems  provided  to  the  majority  of  the  privately 
owned  dwellings  in  this  village. 

As thall  The  majority  of  private  dwellings  have  individual  septic 
tanks  but  the  high  water  ta.ble  greatly  limits  efficiency  except  in 
high  ground  at  Astalleigh. 

Aston  and  Cove  Septic  tank  systems  provided  for  all  of  the  larger 
dwellings,  soakaway  drains  provided  for  the  small  dwellings,  council 
houses  drained  to  septic  tanks.  The  high  water  table  in  this  area 
adversely  affects  the  septic  tank  systems.  The  proposed  main  drainage 
scheme  would  have  gone  to  tender  in  1967,  but  was  delayed  because 
of  the  economic  situation. 

Bampton  All  properties  now  connected  to  a  sewer

During  the  year  the  number  of  animals  which  were  killed  in  the  2 
i  cerise  a  slaughterhouses  was  approxii  lately  1  ,  000  wore  than  the 
throughput  during  the  previous  year  .  From  mid-October,  1967,  c 
consequent  upon  transfer  of  the  business  of  the  Burford  slaughterhouse  * 
to  a  new  occupier,  the  throughput  was  increased  and  was  slightly  greater 
than  it  had  been  in  the  p aste  It  is  anticpated  that  this  slightly 
higher  throughput  will  continue  whilst  the  present  occupiers  are  in 
control.  The  quality  of  the  neat  continued  to  be  high  and  the  main 
causes  in  carcases  from  which  an  organ, or  part,  was  condemned,  were  the 
presence  of  abscesses,  liver  fluke,  or  cirrhosis,  Cysticerci  were 
found  despite  the ^increase  in  throughput,  in  the  carcases  of  2  cattle 

and  4  sheep,  but  in  no  instances  was  it  necessary  to  condemn  the  whole 
carcass.

Food  handling- 


The  general  standard  of  premises  used  for  the  storage  and  sale' 
of  food  remained  satisfactory  although  difficulties  did  occur  when  a 
building  which  had  been  disused  for  many  years,  '.as  re-occupied  before 
all  works  required  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  completed. 


During  the  year,  regular  visits  were  made  to  wholesale  food  depot 
and  because  of  these  and  regular  visits  to  other  food  premises  4  tons 
18-g-cwt.  of  food  was  found  unfit  for  consumption  and  were  surrendered  by 
the  owner.  The  majority  of  the  food  was  tinned  food,  mainly  meat 
products,  and  citrus  fruits,  this  regular  visiting  of  wholesale 
premises  prevents  much  unfit  food  from  appearing  in  retail  shops. 


During  the  year  3  retailers  were  prosecuted  for  selling  unsound 
food,  all  cases  being  due  to  over  prolonged  storage  in  the  shops.  A 
total  of  £133  in  fines  was  imposed  by  the  Magistrates.

The  e  are  5  registered  precises  in  the  area  and  conditions,  on 
visits,  where  found  to  be  satisfactorv.  Increased  accomodation  was 
being  provided  in  2  premises. 

Superv islon  of  Public  Toilets 

As  a  general  rule,  the  conditions  of  the  various  toilets  were 
reasonable,  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  part  time  cleaners.  Damage 
occured  to  the  conveniences  at  Bampton,  Burford  and  Carterton  but  did 
not  appear  to  be  increased  at  Bampton  when  the  conveniences  there  were 
left  open  for  the  whole  24  hours  during  the  later  part  of  the  year. 

Due  to  the  continued  destruction  or  removal  of  the  soap  containers 
(often  within  48  hours  of  refixing)  the  provision  of  soap  had 
regrettable  discontinued. 

Minor  improvements  only  were  carried  out  on  existing  toilets  and 
the  Council  were  not  able  to  proceed  with  the  building  of  a  new 
convenience  at  Eynshar  . 

Rivers  and  Streams 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  devote  more  time 
than  in  the  past  to  supervision  of  the  condition  of  the  upper  reaches 
of  the  Shill  Brook  and  the  brook  which  joins  the  river  Windrush  at 
Crawley.  ho  serious  obstruction  occured,  however,  during  the  year.

Complaints  of  noise  nuisance  were  received  during  the  year  from

equipment  used  at  a  small  factory  on  land  previously  used  for 
agricultural  purpo se s „ 


In  all  cases 9  informal  action  brought  co-operation  from  the 
persons  responsible  for  making  the  disturbance  and  no  legal  action  was 
necessary.
